This was done on motion of the couns
sl for the complainaot, MoNell was
uppolnted receiver by the United Biates
oireuit eourt of the distriet of Oregon
in the wsuit between same parties ‘o
which the locul netion is suxiliary. By
the decree he is empowered to take pos
session and control of the Oregon Rall-
way & Navigation |Company, the
California & Palouse RallroadCompany,
the Osscade Rallroad Company, the
Oregon Rallway Extepsion Company,
the Waushlogton & Idabo Railroad
Company, and the Mill Creek Flume &
Manufucturing Company. With the
money which shall eome into his
hands as recelver, McNell {s directed to
make the following disposition:

To pay sll of Lhe current expenses in-
cident to the ereation or administration
of the trust and to the operation of the
railronds or property; to pay all sums
due, or which may become due, to con-
necting or intersecting lines of road,
arlsing from the Ioterchange of buei-
ness; Lo pny the amounts due for ser-
vices rendered the Oregon Rallway and
Nuvigation company, or any part of
its system, withio six months prior to
the allowance of the order; to pay all
smounts due for supplies and material
contracted for, purchuased or delivered,
to be used oo wccouut of the road; Lo
pay all mouneys due to the railroad
companies for rental or compensation
for reilroad lines or property.

Finally it is ordered thai all money
belonging to the Oregon Rallway &
Navigation compaoy, and each com-
puny of its system, except as heretofore
directed, shall be beld by the recelver
